POLITICAL SPECULATION. 

The following remarks are copied from the Sun re- 
ceived this morning :— 

Although we have already taken a view of the effects 
which the events of the oth and roth inflant may have 
on the ftate of France, with relation both to foreign and 
domettic politics, we fhall, we flatter ourfelves, be ex- 
cufed for again confidering this important queftion in 
the firft of thefe two points of viel. 

We thall not again advert to the probable caufes of 
thefe events, nor tothe feries of facts which preceded 
them. Whether or nut Buonaparte hasbeen called fem 
Egypt to carry them ‘into execution, it is evident that 


‘in the firft moment at leaft, the General has been merely 


the tool.of Sieyes. Will he continue to be fo? Will 
the one be for ever the head, and the. other. the. .anm? 
Will the man who is only a politician keep the upper 
hand of him who is at once a military and a political 
character? on this fubject two opinjons may be enter- 
tained, both equally plaufible ; but for which neither she 
hiftory of the revolution, nar that of any.former great 
political convulfion, affords any other data than thofe 
which are merely analogical... The prefent government 
of France, or to {peak . more correctly, the power to 
which that country is at préfent fubjected, being not in 
appearance, but ia reality, a military oligarchy, he who 
is the commander of the troops, and, what is {till more, 
who is their idol, will have undoubtedly a great advan- 
tage : but the imprudence of which his ambition may 
lead him to be guilty ; the jealoufy with which he may 
infpire his licutenants ; the fubdivifion of the forces of 
France in feveral armies ; the conventions which may 
have been entered into with certain powers ; the necel- 
fity of making peace, and the prefervation of two Le- 
gillative Committees, leave Sieyes ftill in poffefhon ‘of 
great refources ; and the man who. has_been as fortunate 
in his revolutionary career as Buonaparte has been in his 
military carrer, may in his turn allo appeal to his for- 
tune. 


We have merely made this {hort parallel, becaufe the f. 


general opinion js, that the fovercign power mult be 
feized by one. or other of thefe men, before it-will be 
reftored to him to whom it lawfully belongs, and be- 
caufe we too agree, that this is the folution which moft 
naturally prefents itfelf to’ the mind. But the affairs of 
this world more commonly terminate in meafures of a 
middle nature than in decifive extremities, and this 
may be the cafe in the prefent inftance. The commu- 
nity of Buonaparte and Sicyes in political guilt, and the 
common refponfibility which it throws on their heads, 
may induce them to mainrain a common intereft longer 
than is fuppofed, and may neutralize their private am- 
bition, until circumf{tances either external or internal, 
place both of them out of a fituation to fatisfy it. We 
fhall not take upon us to determine, whether the busi 
nefs may terminate in that or in any other manner ; for 
by what means are we to forefee future events, {ubject to 
be affeéted by fo many chances, and which are till in- 
volved in the darknefs of night, and inicratable even to 
the people of France, and for which Sieyes and Buo- 
naparte may indeed prepare the» way, but which they 
cannot decide? As the latter has obferved, nothing in 
hiftory refembles the end of the eighteenth century, and 
nothing in the end of the eighteeoth century refembles 
the prefent moment. : 

But amid the ignorance in which we are enveloped 
refpecting the effec produced by the days of the gth 
and roth inft. on the armies and the provinces, one 
thing does not appear ta us probléwatical, which is, that 
the reign of the multitude is at ao end, that the fyitems, 
if not of reprefentation at leaft of eleétion, has vanifhed— 
that the. Republic of Boiffy 4’ Anglas has completely en- 
tered the tomb wiither thofe of Roberfpierre and Brif- 
fot had*prefeded it. The Repuélic is ne more than an 
empty name: the Rubicon is pid. 

In this confifts the great ditterence between this laft 
political convulfion and all others which have preceded 
it; that although it be revolutionary, it removes France 
from a republican, and brings it nearer to a monarchial 
form of Government. Not that the latter objec has 


Lhere they will fooner or later become ftatiorats 3 thi- 
ther will they tend witha more or lefs rapid progcets ; 
but the toad is marked out, and it is ouly on tat, that 
they can henceforth proceed. The great revolutio: ary 
fluice, an elective and fucceMfve reprefeatation, is de- 
ftroyed ; the fentiments, the wants, the ancient habits 
of the French will ultimately refume their level. 

_ What do the revolutionary deftrovers of the Repub- 
ic intend to eftablifh on its ruins? The only thing which 
we know with certainty on this head, is, that the ‘I'ri- 
umvirs and the two Legiflative Committees, in which 
we fhould look in vain for the remains of the Reprefen. 
tative Government, fince they have been compoled of 
individuals named after the deflruction of that Govern- 
ment, are about to employ themfelves in making a con- 
ftitution. On this fubje& the fpeeches of the two Buo- 
napartes, of Cabarris, apd of Boulay (de la Meurthe ) 
leave no doubt. What-will that Conftitution be? We 
can {peak only negatively concerning it. Neither‘in its 

principle wor in its form, will it be fimilar to any of 

thofe which France has had during the laft ten years. 

Sieyes, as all the world knows, has alike difapproved 

them all. - None of them agreed with his views, nof 

with thofe of Buonaparte. None of them were adapt- 

ed to the circumftances of the moment: The decifive 

fuperiority which the fword has, in all known revolutions 

but greater inthe prefent than in others, acquired over 

the gown, will not permit the revival of the old doc- 

trines of the Rights of Man and Republican Theo- 
ries. : 

We may leave to Buowaparte and to his officers the 
care of preferving the déminion which they have ufurp- 
ed. ‘Fheir inelination leads them to this. Their in- 
tereft and their fafety depend upoo it. Whatever, 
therefore; may be the Conftitution, or rather the Gé 
vernment, ‘which the Ttiamvirs may  beftow’ upon 
France, we may fuppofe that they will not, on the zoth 
of February, call on thé ‘National Reprefentation to 
fanction it; unlefs they are affured of its {nfignificance 
and its fervility.” They have been ‘éefs fdlicitous” to 
crufli rivalry thar to'¢xalt themfelves fo high as to be 
above it. While employing force, they have net: ne- 
glected cunning. They have left every one of the De- 
putics whom, they have difiniffed, in pdffefion of their 
emoluments, and of their Legiflative inviolability, and 
have made them eligible to all inferior employments.’ 
By thefe means, and by preferving the two Legiflative 
Committees; which may be confidered as their inferior 
agems, they have interpoféd between themfelves and 
the people, a certain number of perfons invelted with 
privileges. 

What effect will the events of the oth and roth inft. 
have on the fpirit ofthe Fretich people, and of the ar- 
mies? Will they give flvength to the Royalifts in the 
welt? Will the Jacobins be every ,where fubmiffive ? 
What will be the political, adminiftrative, and civil 
conduét of the Triumvirate? Such are the objets on 
which the laft' Freach papers give us little information, 
and to which public curiofity will be henceforth direé- 
ed. They will for a long time render the Paris papers 
valuable, but we do not however confider it as certain 
that they will fatisfy our expectations. It is at leaft 
doubtful whether they will preferve a fafficient degree 
of liberty to be able fo to do, and if they do not obtain 
more than they have hitherto dared to adopt, we thall 
recive but very imperfect information ; for we hall no 
longer have that compenfation for the fervile ftate of 
the Journels, which we formerly found in the debgtes 
of the Legiflative Body.

MALTA. 


Ex'ract of a letter from Malta, dated the 2oth of Aug. 1799, 

If Lord Nelfon could poffibly have fpared fufficient 
fhips to have formed a complete bloskade, this ifland 
would have been long fince taken; but he has had too 
many calls for them, and we have had too many diffi- 
culties to encounter, and been oppofed by too many ob- 
ftacles to fucceed in any of our reiterated efforts to 
carry a place which is, without exception, one of the 
belt fortified by nature and art in the known world. 

The ncaa 4 which we encountered the whole of 
the laft winter were matked by a violence which had 
not occurred for 30. years ; and fo con{tant and fevere 
were the gales of wind, that it was impofhble the fhips 
could keep their {tations, and we were frequently com- 
pelled.to lay too under ftorm fails. This encouraged 
the French General to perfevere in a refiftance, which 
would otherwife have been ufelefs, and efpecially as the 
troops under his command, reduced by death and di- 
feafe, were clamorous to furrender. But when the re- 
yolution happened in Naples, their courage was revived, 
and as it was expected a fimilar event would happen in 
Sicily, the French General had all the advantage of a 
reinforcement, in fuch an expectation. 

Yet notwithftanding thefe reverfes, we had nearly fuc- 
ceeded, and fhould certainly have obtained poffeflion of 
the ifland, ‘but for an unfortunate quarrel between two 
of the principal men in Valetta at the very moment that 
a preconcerted plan of co-operation, which Capt. Ball 
had arranged with the inhabitants, was going to be exe- 
cuted. This unlucky difpute compelled us to defer the 
enterprize until next day. Inthe interim the - French 
General difcovered the plot, and ordered about 40 of 
the"party to be thot. Our next plan was to fcale the 
walls, and our people offered to lead the van and vo- 
hunteer the forlorn party, but the Maltefe foon con- 
vincedfus that they were not aqual to fo defperate an en- 
terprize, nor are'they to be condemned for not hazard- 
ing it, for being badly nourifhed, and their {trength 
weakened by difeafe and waht of fuftenance, their minds 
naturally influenced by fuch debility, were deprived of 
that courage and energy which are effential to ftimulate 
it te heroic adtion, ‘The armed peafants, very much 
to their credit, have ferved the whole of the la{t winter, 
wclement as it was, without either pay or cloathing be- 
ing allowed them—bread, and a few Sardinias, which 
are inferior to our pilchard, were their only nourith- 
ment, or rather their only means of keeping life and 
foul together ; for nourilhment is too good a term for 
fuch a meagre diet. Alfo an epidemic fever broke out 
among them, and in a fhort time reduced our force to 
full one third lefs in number than thofe we are befieg- 
ing. Thus both parties are obliged to remain on the 
detenfive, and fo they muft continue until a fuperior 
foree can be fent to enable them to renew their efforts 


with any profpedt of fuccefs. 
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The following circumaace may be cependid on as 
a fact :—'The Captain of a Welt India veilel returning 
unexpectedly, after feveral months abfence, to his home 
at Deptford, and not finding his Cara Spofa in his par- 
lour, ran up ftairs with all the fpeed of impatient affec- 
tion to her drefliog-room—Horror of horrors! A 
fpruce brown wig lay ene? on the toilet of the ab- 
a lady. Seeing before his face the evident proof, as 
he deemed it, of his own difhonour, the Captain was in 
a paroxyfin of fury. ‘The bell rings violently. The 
lady’s maid makes her appearance. Where is your in- 
famous mifrcfs? To what paramour does that ornament 
belong ? ~The girl protelted, and called Heaven to wit- 
nefs, that her mi(trefs was challe as ice, as pure as faow 
—but when the attempted oe perce the irritated buf- 
band that the peruke was actually the property of his 
lady, and that fhe was ia the habit of decorating not his 
head but. her own, he remained in vacant aftonithment 
till the arrival of his wife. Her perfe€t innocence of 
demeanour, her unfeigned joy at bis return, her confir- 
mation oF the girl’s narration, and, above all, the ocular 
demontftration offered him by the inveftiture of the a- 
larming appendage on her, ewn perfon, put am end to 
his perturbation of mind, and turned all the torrent of 
his wrath again{t the demons of fathion which had occa- 
fioned it. 

The following anecdote is not mentioned in the life 
of Sir Richard Steele, but refts on very incontroverti- 
ble tradition in the borough. of Stockbridge in Hamp- 
thire. Sir Richard, when candidate for that borough, 
had a very powerful oppofition to. contend with. Ha- 
ving made an entertainment for the burghers and their 
wives, at which he was very gay and facetious ; he took 
alarge apple, ftuck it full of guineas, and declared it 
the prize of the man whofe wife fhould be fir{t brought 
to bed after that day nine months. This merry offer 
of fo golden an apple was fo well liked, efpecially by 
the good women, that they would not let their hufbands 
reft ull they voted for the Knight, and he was accor- 
dingly returned.
